Memorandum Passed Out 
In a memorandum which Chair­ 
man Donahey (D) of Ohio distrib­ 
uted to comm ittee members, Ar­ 
thur Morgan asserted, “through his 
endeavor to remove mo from of­ 
fice. the President has for practical 
purposes excluded me from access 
to such (TVA) records.” 
Also in the memorandum, which 
Donahey said was presented to bim 
by Dr. Morgan yesterday, were 
copies of correspondence in which 
the form er chairm an asked for 
permission to examine TVA files 
and was refused. 
In refusing, H arcourt A. Morgan 
informed A rthur E. Morgan that 
giving the latter access to the files 
would “manifestly violate our duty 
not to perm it interference.”

Hold To Non-Recognition Policy In Ethiopia

A Point Made 


t MPORTANT among leaaona In United Slate* con* 


atitutlonal government which must be learned 


before the system will aork is this. 
That the function of the supreme court Is to 
see that laws are applied equitably, coniisteut with 
constitutional principles. 
In tho last few years the aupienie court has 
Xul#d sometimes for, sometimes against, the ideology 
of the new deal. Tho court’s rulings have been made, 
to the best of Its members’ ability, in the interest 
of preserving constitutional government. 


The court’s purpose in the schem e.of Uiugs is 
not to uphold factions, movements, individuals, or 
the ideas of individuals, but the siiucturc of law 
on which government is erected, it is the guardian 
of thil government of laws. 
Last .Monday, 
the court 
upheld 
the 
national 
labor relations act in a tost case to determine 
whether or not employers may discriminate against 
unionists 
in 
olfering 
reemployment 
to 
workers 
after a strike. It said that men aho have gone 
on strike are entitled lo the act’s pioiecliou. 


This does not mean necessarily that tndlvlduais 
on the court are in sympathy with the labor re­ 
lations act, which clearly is too one-sided lo be 
food legislation, ll does mean that as long as the 
act is In force the court will uphold it when it Is 
applied properly. 
lf that point bas been made clear lo persons aho 
have criticized the court fur upholding the law in 
Other cases, instead of their own ideas, an im-! 
portent step in educating the people in the proper 
use of constitutional governmeut has been reg­ 
istered.

Btlll. Military operations would turn back to Hie era 
of slowly moving fool soldiers. Nations must dave- 
oil to survive, if they're worth saving 


To put it another way. nations which have oil, 
access to oil, have a iremeudous advauiage over na­ 
tions which lack this vital commodity. Without oil, 
Italy could not have conquered iiitbiupia; 
Japau 
could not wage e a r iu China; the ix’hels could nut 
be fighting the loyalists in Spain. 


Mexico has oil—oil which many ualious, lucludtug i 
th* United States, want. It is fur that reason that 
an amicable settlement of the squabble it started 
by expropriating British and American oil proper-: 
ties is probable. The question isn’t whet her .M :xu o 
will be able to sell the oil it can produce, t*ut where 
it will be sold.

Because recognition was felt to 
have such decisive practical conse­ 
quences. the decision of the United 
Rtafes not to recognize Illegal gov­ 
ernments has been a moat power­ 
ful deterrent against revolution. 


'j'H U S it is clear that non-rccog- 
» nitlon 
was 
originally 
some- 
thing more than moraj disappro­ 
val. 
It was a poaiHve act design­ 
ed to uphold legal governments 
and the status quo and to assist 
countpr-revoliiHon 
and

Clarification 


Court Holds Constitution Provides 


No Prescribed Procedure For Fair, 


Full Hearing Before Boards 
^

xyASHINGTO.N, .May IS—Again the Supreme Court 
of the United S u tes has focused attention on 
the all-important problem of proper procedure before 
quasl-judicial commissions and boards like the nation­ 
al labor relations boards. But this time the court 
points out that because a particular type of procedure 
was not foil wed. this does not necessarily mean 
there bas ne* been a full and fair hearing. 
About two weeks ago. the Supreme Court held (hat 
the requirements of a full and fair hearing had not 
been met In a Kansas City stockyards case involving 
the fixing of rates before the department of agricul­ 
ture, and this was construed by the national labor 
relations board itself possibly to effect some of its 
pending cases in wbieh a particular method of hand­ 
ling a trial examiner’s report had not been followed. 
The labor board since has endeavored to withdraw 
the record in some pending < a.ses in order to conform 
to what it bas thought was the proper way of fur­ 
nishing a hearing. 
Now, however, a decision by the Supreme Court 
in the Mackay radio case gees a step further and 
says that no particular procedure has been indicated 
by the Constitution, but simply that “substantial 
rights” must be protected. This is but another way 
of saying that each ea.se stands on its own merits 
before the Supreme Court whenever a question has 
been raised as to a full and fair hearing. 
The Supreme Uonrt having said that, in the .Ma* key 
case, the requirements of an adequate hearing wer<y)* 
met, observers will naturally examine It to see whereC ^ 
in it differs from other cases now pending before the 
courts which involve Issues relating to a full and fair 
hearing. For one thing. Hie Mackay case atforded the 
parties an opportunity for oral argument before the 
labor hoard Itself, and this is considered the equiv­ 
alent of being able to take exception to views held 
by the board prior to the actual reaching of conclu­ 
sions or making of findings. 


IN other cases now pending, it is believed that no 
* opportunity for oral argument has been given by 
the labor board and that the trial examlnej-’g r e p o r t s 
h ale been transferred to the labor hoard Itself and 
findings have been made before the employer, for 
example, had a chance through his counsel to refute 
testimony or make his contentions. 
The rules of the labor board have been faulty In 
this respect, for they provided that the board could 
transfer a case from a trial examiner, and then de­ 
cide the matter forthwith on the record or else after 
filing of briefs, or else after oral argument. In the 
Mackay case. It appears that not only was oral argil- 
nient held, but an opportunity was given for the 
filing of briefs before the board made public its con­ 
clusions. 
But had the board followed the first of the three 
optional methods permitted by its rules, would this 
have been a full and fair hearing as set forth bv 
Chief Justice Hughes In his now famous stockyards 
case decision? The chances are that all cases in 
which neither oral argument nor the filing of b riefs 
has been permitted would fall under (he same ban 
as the procedure in the storkyards case. 
A question arises incidentally in lonnection with 
some pending labor cases as to w hether tho employ­ 
ers had a chance for oral argument and did not take 
it even though the rules did provide for such oppor­ 
tunity. One of tho rules of the board states that the 
board shall notify paities of the time aud place of 
any submissions of briefs, oral argument or taking of 
testimony. So it would seem that an obligation rests ^ 
on the labor board to notify the parties of their V 
opportunity to bo heard before findings or conclu­ 
sions are reached, and, lf no such opportunity has 
been given, then there has not been a full and fair 
hearing within the meaning of the chief justices 
opinion in the stockyards case. 


“y H E S E points may seem technical and irrelevant 
5 
to the average onlooker, but. when it is noted 
that the derisions of the labor board on questions 
of fact are “conclusive’’ and hence “binding upon the 
courts” if the findings are supported by "substantial 
evidence,” it becomes apparent how important it is to 
the litigants to make sure that they have had a 
chance to put into the record arguments in rebuttal 
or testimony refuting claims on which findings may 
be based. 
The whole purpose, of course, is to have a record 
OU which the reviewing court, which, as a nil®, takes 
no additional testimony and does not reopen th® 
taking of evidence, can base its judgment. Similarly, 
when the highest court examines the record. It is 
desirable for either of the parties about to be affei t- 
ed by the decision to be sure that th© transcript con­ 
tains everything that may have a bearing on irs 
respective claims. 
There it no Inconsistency between what the Su­ 
preme Court has just decided in the Mackay case 
and what it decided previously in (he stockyards 
case, because oral arguments was permitted in the 
former instance before the board itself. But it may bo 
said a valuable clarification has been made. namely 
that no particular procedure is specified, but. when a 
case has been finished, it must appear that a “full 
and fair hearing” baa been given by all quaai-Judlcial 
coniralaaiona or boards dealing with the rights of the 
citizen.

Gadsden added that "bit­ 
terness and old wounds” should 
be forgotten so that the private 
power industry eould become "a 
mighty machine for creating jobs 
and spreading social benefits to 
all the people.”

friend who is suffering from

cold, almost invariably he tells 
me he has a 
“touch of 
sinus,” 
This is the common term for In* 


flammation of one or more of the 
nasal sinuses, or “sinusitis.” as the 
doctors call it. 
It seems almost 
fashionable to have it. 
In a measure, perhaps, our way 
of living has something to do with 
the prevalence of sinusitis. 
More 
than likely we know more about 
this ailment than our ancestors 
did. 
But it is certain few refer­ 
ences to anything like this afflic­ 
tion are found in the old records. 
Whether it is a disease of mod­ 
ern civilization, as some contend, 
it is not a pleasant ailment. 
In­ 
deed, it is an annoying and fre­ 
quently a painful affliction. 
The nasal sinuses are the hoi- 
ow spaces or cavities located in 
the bony structure of the head and 
face. These are lined with mucous 
membrane 
which 
is 
moist 
and 
wnrm, offering just the right soil 
for the growth of germs. 


When the germs locate in one of 
these spaces, It is not long before 
there is pus formation and then 
the real trouble begins. 
Then we 
have infection and it is a bad place 
for it. 
The complicated anatomi­ 
cal arrangement of this region is 
such that it cannot be drained 
easily. 
For this reason the condi­ 
tion hangs on and may become 
chronic. 
W hat Causes It 
Repeated head colds, coryza, in­ 
flammation of the upper air pass­ 
ages and certain constitutional dis­ 
cases are likely to lead to sinusi­ 
tis. 
Some attacks are mild, but if 
the pus forms the Infection may 
persist for a long period of time. 
Please do not think sinusitis is 
incurable. When attended to in Its 
early stages, complete cure is read­ 
ily possible. 
The chronic form of 
the discase is more difficult to deal 


with end sometimes requires sur­ 
gery. 
In addition to the local discom­ 
fort, chronic sinuisitis leads to low­ 
ering of the general health. This is 
caused by the absorption of certain 
toxins or poisons which are pro­ 
duced. 
These may cause inflam­ 
mation. with distressing symptoms 
in different ports of the body. For 
example, the sufferer from sinusi­ 
tis may complain of headache, in­ 
digestion, arthritis, neuritis, con­ 
stipation and other annoying dis­ 
orders.
